STOCK COMPLETELY RUINED. 
It was after 11 o'clock before the fire- 


men had the fire practically out and so 
hat they were able to enter the build- 
n" and work. The basement was filled 
vfth water almost to the first floor and 
everything in the store was completely 
ruined, including drugs, show cases, bot- 
tles, groceries,'etc., and the loss will not 
fall short of $25,000 on stock and 
at 


least $10,000 on the building. 


DAN & SOL'S LOSS. 


Water ran into the basement of Dan & 


Sol, ruining a dynamo used for illuminat- 
ing the building, wirth $3,500; also dam- 
a^ing the furnace and goods and other 
things stored in that place. Smoke dam- 
aged the stock considerably.

The 
sleigh then slowed up to allow the car- 
riage to pass and at that moment a 


bomb was thrown beneath the carriage. 
The force of the explosion broke all the 


windows of the law courts and the re- 
port was heard outside the city. The 


carriage was blown to pieces nothing but 


tho four wheels remaining. The horses 
were not hurt nnd bolted. The grand 


duke was instantly 
killed. His 
head 


•was blown off, actually being separated 


from his body which was 
frightfully 


mangled. The coachman was ali& kill- 
ed. Ho was so frightfully burned by the 
explosive with which the 
bomb was 


charged that he died while being taken

"I don't care. I have done my job."

The gates of the Kremlin were closed

\vnx conveyed to the authorities and the 
remains of the grand duke were taken 
to tho Nicholas palace. 


The assassination occurred at 3 p. m. 


Tho Grand Duke iSergiiis. uncle of the 


Russian emperor nnd formerly governor

A CHEAT INJUSTICE SHOULD BE 


REMEDIED. 


There is absolutely no reason why the 


country merchant and citizen 
in the 


country should not receive 
tho 
same 


measure of protection us those of the 
city. It is au offense punishable by the 
displeasure of the department for any 
oilieial or letter carrier to divulge any in- 
formation whatever regarding the pa- 
trons on his route. It is distinctly for- 
bidden at all postofficcs 
for any post- 


office official or employe to give any in- 
formation 
whatever as regards 
the 


names, or the number of boxes, or the 
number of street delivery or any infor- 
mation that appertains to patrons of the 
oflicc. 


Yet when it comes to the free delivery 


rural routes an entirely different state 
of things prevails. Postmasters arc even 
commanded to make public the names of 
all patron;, and any possible information 
regarding patrons of the routes may be 
secured from officials and carriers. Again 
carriers ore entitled to carry packages, 
to even solicit trade where they can 
and it takes no time from thciv deliv- 
eries. 
This discrimination against the 


country merchants is only waiting a sui- 
table opportunity to resent upon the par- 
ty, in power. The country trade in many 
localities is complaining and certainly 
with excellent reason. The big city de- 
partment stores and selling agencies are 
being built up at the expense of the coun- 
try merchant and yet the work goes on 
of filling the country sides with free do- 
livery routes. 


At last a concerted movement is in 


progress among the business men of the 
country nnd the local merchants. The 
opposition is becoming more and more 
pronounced as the extensions are made, 
and it is very likely unless justice is se- 
cured on tho country route precisely as 
it is on the city route some congress- 
men are going to hear of this to some 
purpose. 
What would the. men of tho 


cities be willing to give if it were 
tlirir power to compel the delivery to 
them or the placing it in their power 
to secure lists of natrons upon the city 
delivery routes as it is on the country 
routes? 
Why such privilege would be 


simplv incalculable in value. Yet if it 
is done on the country free delivery route 
why not then also on the city free de- 
livery route, if in the one ca.se why not 
in the other, mid if then not in the one 
case, why should it be in the other case? 


THAT FVSll, OIL. 


The good Dr. Wiley of the bureau of 


ehemi.-try at Washington explains mat- 
ters. He was first reported to have said 
the government stamp was an assurance 
of purity, and that eighty-five per cent 
of the whiskey manufactured in the Unit- 
ed States was adulterated to say nothing 
of being spurious. The two statements 
,eemed to have gone together. 


But it now has an entirely different ap- 


pearance, for the Washington expert 
chemist in charge of the United States 
operations in that line, inform the public 
he said no such thing. What he did how- 
ever mean to -ay was that 
eighty-five 


per cent of the whiskey made in 
this 


country wns what is called "blended," 
and that whiskey bott'ed in bond, that is 
bonded United States warehouses in the 
control of government inspectors was not 
blended, but "'unblended." The govern- 
ment bonded warehouses with the whis- 
key in bond does not nt all imply there 
is 'no fusil oil in the whiskey, and it is 
this fusil oil that is the poisonous slufT 
that so injures. Raw whiskey contains 
so it is stated this fusil oil to a high 
percentage, but it is explained that the. 
older the liquor the loss there is of this 
dangerous oil. it evaporating out of the 
whiskey as it grows older. The tests 
made show that, as high as .,->(! per rent 
,of this fusil oil'has been found in whis- 
kies, as against the .2."> per cent which Dr. 
Wiley says may be, contained in liqtior 
without danger, and which ought to bo 
made the standard. It has -been sug- 
gested that if congress can be induced 
to enact n pure food law a standard for 
this fusil oil should be adopted, then any 
liquor containing over this .2"> per cent 
could be confiscated and destroyed, or or- 
dered back flgain in bond to remain there 
until age shall have cured the defect, for 
nothing else will.

T.III3KE AH 18 Ii.VWS AND LAWS. 
The passage, of a law forbidding any 


public service corporation to give mon- 
ey to any political committee is a piece 
of buncombe. There is no reason a cor- 
poration -should not give if they so de- 
sire, just as much as any other form of 
business enterprise 
or 
individual. To 


say corporations arc not: vitally inter- 
ested in national legislation is nonsense 
for they are. 
It is the use to which this 


money is put. Again, suppose such a 
law should be passed, what is there to 
hinder prominent persons interested in 
public corporations to give if so dispos- 
al. -There are people, who, viewing thl< 
thing in a common sense view, think it 
is more to the purpose, to know linw nil 
this election money is expended and to 
this purpose Wisconsin ha? a law known 
as the corrupt practice iitw supposed to 
require from every candidate for an elec- 
tive oflicc of any sort whether at the 
polls or at the hands of the legislature, 


an exact account of all his expenditures. 


One might think such a law would of 


course be enforced, it' line, bift just as 


indidates have been minded to carry 


out. The law in fact is not enforced and 
very likely liaver was intended to bo en- 
forced. The state authorities have, nev- 
er paid any heed to the law and there 
ire no particular reasons for thinking 
slntb ollicial-3 would enforce a state law' 
vhich they notoriously more or less have 
themselves violated. Such ;i law would,

.ill. Just as1 in the bill referred to, re- 
garding contributions to political com- 
mittees. 
If it was a. searching bill fully 


equipped with provisions to compel pub- 
lic service- corporations to observe cor- 
rectly the provisions of their franchises, 
and the ordinances concerning them that 
would be another matter, and if a law 
\vas enacted protecting citizens from un- 
due, encroachment upon their rights by 
corporations, and repealing the objec- 
tionable legislation of the last session, 
nnd securing to every citizen equal treat- 
ment from public service corporations, it 
would indeed bo to a distinct purpose, 
but anything-of this sort is not to be 
expected.

improved. 


For tho improving of nearly 700 miles 
more the counties have already contrib- 
uted their half of the expense required 
under the law, and there is not a shadow 
of doubt but that within a few vein's 
the roadways of llio Kinpire state of tin: 
union will have every mile of its high 
ways improved and a delight for tiscis 


j of the roads instead of a discomfort. At 
the same time- in New York the grade 
crossings are being eliminated as they 
should be everywhere. To accomplish 
this the state taxes itself a fourth of 
the expense, the locality puts up anoth- 
er fourth and the- railroad pays the re- 
mainder of the cost. The present Wis- 
consin legislature should take up this 
matter of removing all railroad cross- 
ings nt grade, but the railroads should 
pay at least a half of the cost and 1 he 
state which permitted the crossings in 
the first place, pay the other half. Lat- 
er returns would undoubtedly show even 
yet larser figures. 


Direct stato aid up to a. fair propor- 


tion of tin- cost paid from the general 
funds of the state, and t h e balance paid 
from the general fund of each county is 
the only way about the roads in this 
stato will eve- be. generally improved.

.irSTlOE TO THE COMMUNITY. 
Upon the same theory public service 


corporations should not be taxed on their 
TOSS earnings because such would only 
inevitably charge it back to the ni-onlc 
in form of higher charges, then equally 
should municipalities and the state levy 
a much less tax rate against ordinary 
lines of business, not enjoying rights 
given by the public of monopoly forms, 
because then, paying less taxes, their 
charges to their patrons would bo less. 
It is notorious that public service «:or- 
porations are not paying a great deal 
for their valuable rights the public gave 
"enerallv without a dollar of cost, in the 
first place, and in fact, in many instances 
one item of cost has been that for money 
expended in buying their way through. 
Their tax rate is not high but low, and 
since citizens arc prohibited from com- 
peting with them, there exists no reason 
why they should not pay liberally for 
their monopolistic rights. 


It should bo considered in this matter 


of expense to corporations, and the ques- 
tion of taxes in connection, that many 
corporations carry nn amount of sto_ck 
which in value is in excess very much 
n! the real worth of their properties, and 
it is upon t.bi* watered stocks and bonded 
valuations that the public is being requir- 
ed to pay u good price for, both in the 
charges nnd lessened contributions to the 
public treasuries.

POISONOUS ADULTERA.TIOXS. 


Adulterated food products are not con- 


fined to any one land, such are now com- 
mon in all countries. No governments 
are exercising a strict supervision as to 
fraudulent foods and drinks, nnd in more 
than one European country a regular 
business is carried on of manufacturing 
spurious products for the United States. 
Here is a doctor in a periodical devoted 
to these matters and who is an expert 
saving not long since: 


"It is almost if not quite impossible to 


obtain certain articles which are true to 
their name. For instance, I doubt if pure 
olive oil is to be had in this market except 
from dealers of the highest standing. I 
have found thnt in almost every case the 
vinegar sold at low prices is fortified by 
mineral acid. Cocoa is adulterated with 
an excessive amount of starch or with 
the. ground shells nnd sugar. It is an old 
story among food1 chemists thnt ground 
coffee is duplicated by drying, baking nnd 
powdering hog's liver, which is mixed 
with chicory and sufficient coffee essence 
to 
(vivc it flavor, while even the whole 


coffee bean is duplicated by an artificial 
article." 
. 
It has not been so very long ago that 


a number of newspapers contained ac- 
counts of tomatoes being put on the 
market by nn eastern concern which were 
actually painted to secure the bright red, 
and another instance of poisonous adul- 
terated stuff cited which were being sold 
as food innler the protection of tho law. 


Perhaps one difficulty in American cit- 


ies is the reluctance of officials to step 
one inch out of the beaten path in dis- 
charging what they consider their duties. 
Only too many consider the}- are at lib- 
erty to let alone laws and to 
permit 


gross violations of matters that induce 
disease because they have not been di- 
rected explicitly by formal order to en- 
force slat.utory law. What is not espec- 
ially provided for seems to bo ignored.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—There was a 


digression from the debate on the naval 
bill today in the house when Mr. Baker 
(N. Y.), condemned President Roosevelt 
for sending'to the Russian government 
a message of sympathy on account of the 
assassination of Grand Duke Sergius and 
expressing that both the American gov- 
ernment and people viewed the killing 
with abhorrence. Mr. Baker declared 
that no euch message had been sent when 
the massacre occurred in St. Petersburg 
on Jan. 22. "I deny," he vehemently as- 
serted, "that the American people ore 
shocked by tho killing of Grand Duke 
Sergius." The people, he insisted were 
however, shocked "at the wanton massa- 
cre on January 22." The killing of Ser- 
gius, he declared to be but an incident 
in the effort, the Russian people were 
making to overthrow the tyranny that 
had oppressed them. 


"Do you wish it to go out to the coun- 


try" interjected Mr: Thayer, 
(Mass.), 


"that the American people sanction the 
killing of Grand Duke Sergius.?" 


Mr. Baker replied that the people were 


shacked at the action of a government 
that refused to take notice of the mur- 
der of thousands of its individuals" and 
yet, pretends to be horified at the loss of 
one human life." 


General applause wai accorded Mr. 


Maddox, (ua.), when he declared that
